PROSPECTUS FOR 1963-64 
The Radiographer s Training Course will commence in the Medical 
College, Trivandrum in August 1963. 15 students will be admitted 10 
the course . 

1. Eligibility for admission . — Those who have passed the E. S. L. C. 
S. S. L. C. Examination with eligibility for College admission will be 
eligible for admission , 

2. Age : - Applicants should have completed 18 years of age on Ist 
July 1963 and should not above 23 years ofage and should be in sound 
health . ( T-he upper age limit is relaxable by 3 years in the case of 
students belonging to Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribes and 2 years 
in the case of candidates from other Backward Communities" ). No 
relaxation of age limit prescribed will be made on any account. 

3. Durationt. — The course is a full time course of 2 years duration 
i. e. 18 months for course proper and 6 months for practical training in 
the Radiology department of the MedicalCollege Hospital, Trivandrum . 

4. A tuition fee of Rs. 120 per annum will be levied for the course . 
A sum of Rs. 25 will also be realised as caution deposit on admission , 
which will be returned after recovering the ducs, if any, to the Colle 
giatc institutions, on completion of the training . 

5. Application Forms. Application forms can be had from the 
Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum -XI on payment of Rs. 5 
towards the cost of the forms at the office counter. Applicants sending 
the amount by Money Order will note that the money orders which do 
not contain in the M.O. coupen the full address of the candidate and 
the course for which the application form is requircd will not be 
accepted . Postal Order will not be accepted . This amount is not 
refundable . 

6. Application forms duly filled in with attested copies of certificates 
and a chalan for Rs. 3 towards registration fee credited to thc Govern 
ment of Kerala under the head “ XXIII Medical (a ) Medical School 
and College fees (i) Medical" should reach the Principal, Medical 
College , Trivandrum - XI not later than 5 p . m . on 18th july 1963. 
This registration fee which is not refundable may also be paid in cash 
or remitted by M. O. in which case the receipt should be attached with 
the application . (Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Kudumbi 
students are axempted from payment of registration fee ). Applications 
received after the due date will not be considered . 

7. Applications should be sent by Registered post. No application 
will be received in person in the College office except on the last date 
for the snbmission of application . 
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8. Applicants should be prepared to appcar for an interview , if 
required at their own cxpense . 

9, The candidates selected for the course have to find their own 
accommodation for their stay . 

10. Selected oandidates should be prepared to execute an agreement 
to serve the State for a period of 6 years on satisfactory completion 
of the course .
